PASSED AND APPROVED AT THE TWENTIETH SESSION OF THE
LEGISLATURE, COMMENCING JANUARY EIGHTH, ONE THOUS-
AND EIGET HUNDRED AND SEVENTY-EIGHT, AND TERMINAT-

ING MARCH KIGHTH, ONE THOUSAND EIGHT HUNDRED AND

SEVENTY-EIGHT.

CHAPTER 1.
AN ACT TO PROVIDE FOR THE ASSESSMENT AND COL-
LECTION OF TAXES,

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota :

SeorioN 1. All real and personal property in this state,
and all personal property of persons residing therein, the
property of corporations now existing or hereafter created,
and the property of allbanks or banking companies now ex-
isting or hereafter created, and of all bankers, except such,
as is hereinafter.expressly excepted, is subject to taxation,
and such property or the value thereof, shall be entered in
the list of taxable property forthat purpose, in the man-
ner prescribed by this act ; Provided, That railroad, in-
surance and telegraph companies, shall be taxed in such
manner as now i3 or may be hereafter fixed by law.

Sec. 2. Real property, for the purposes of taxation,
shall be construed to include the land itself, whether laid
out in town lots or otherwise, and all buoildings, structures
and improvements, trees or other fixtures, of whatsoever
kind thereon, and all rights and privileges thereto belong-
ing or in anywise appertaining, and all mines, minerals,
quarries, and fossils inand under the same.

Sec. 3. Personal property shall, for the purposes of

. taxation, be construed to include all goods, chattels, mon-
eys, credits and effects, wheresoever they may be; all
ships, boats and vessels belonging to inhabitants of this
state, whether at home or abroad, and all capital invested
therein ; all moneys at interast either within or without
this state due the person to belaxed more than he pays
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jnterest for, and all other debts due such persons more than
their indebteduess; all public stocks and securities, all
stock in turnpikes, railroads, canals and other corporations
(except national banks) out of the state, owned by inhabi-
tants of this state ; all personal estate of moneyed corpo-
rations, whether the owners thereof reside in or out of
this state ; and the income of any annuity, unless the cap-
ital ot such annuity be taxed within the state; all shares
of stock in any bank organized or that may be organized
under any law of the United States, or of this state; and
all improvements mnade by persons upon lands held by
them under the laws of the United states, the fee of which
lands is still vested in the United States, and all such im-
provements upon lands, the title to which is still vested i

-gny railroad company, or any other corporation whose

property is not subject to the same mede and rule of tax-
ation as other property.

S8ec. 4. The term “money” or “moneys,” wherever
used in this act, shall be held to mean gold and silver coin,
treasury notes, bank notes, and avery deposit which any
person owning the same, or bolding 1n trust and residing
1 this state, 18 entitled to withdraw in money on demand.
The term “credits,” wherever used in this act, shall be
held to mean and include every claim and demand for
mouey or other valuable thing ; and every annuity or sum
of money receivable at stated periods, due or to become
due, and ail claims and demands secured by deed or mort-
gage, due or to become due. The terms “ tract’ or “Jot,”
and “piece or parcel of real property,” and ¢ piece or par-
cel ot lands=,” wherever used in this act, shall each be held
to mean any contiguous gqhantity of land in the possession
of, owned by, or recorded as the property of the swme

_ claimant, person_or company. Every word importing the

gingular number only, may beextended to and embrace the
lural number, and every word importing the plural num-
ger may be applied and limited to the singular number,
and every word importing the masculine gender only, may
be extended and applied to females as well as males. .
Wherever the: word “ oath ” is used in this act, it may be
held to mean affirmation ; and the word * gwear *’ in this
act, may be held to mean affirm. The words “town? or
s district,” wherever used in this act, shall be construed
to mean township, village, city or ward, as the case may
be. The term *‘true and full value,” wherever used in this
act, shall be beld to mean the usual selling price at the
Elace where the property to which the term isapplied shalt
e at the time of assessment, being the price which
could be obtained therefor at private sale, and not at forced
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or auction sale. The term ‘“‘person,” whenever used in this
act, shall be construed to include firm, company or corpo-
ration.

8ec. 5. All property described in this section, to the
extent herein lmited, shall be exempt {rom taxation, that
1s to say :

First;—All public school louses, academies, colleges,
upiversities and seminaries of learuing, with the books
and furniture therein and the grounds attached to such
buildings, necessary for their proper occupancy, use and
enjoyment and not leased or otherwise used with a view
to profit ; bouses used exclusively for public worship, and
the lot or parts of lots upon which such houses are erected.

Second.~—All lands used exclusively for public burying
grounds or cemeteries.

Third.—All property, whether real or personal, belong-
ing exciusively to the state, or to the United States.

Fourth.—All buildings belonging to counties used for
holding courts, for jdils, for county offices, with the ground,
not exceeding in any county ten acres, on which such build-
ings are erected,

Fifth.—All lands, houses, and other buildings belonging
40 any county, townsbip, or town, used exclusively for the
accommodation or support of the poor. .

Sixth.—All buildings belonging to iustitutions of purely

public charity, including public hospitals, together with -

the land actually occupied by such institutions, not
leased or otherwise used with a view to profit, and all
moneys and credits appropriated solely to sustaining and
belonging exclusively to such ‘institutions ; and all lands
Owneg and cgcupied by agricultural societies, not leased,
or used with a view to profit, not excceding eighty acres.
Seventh.—All fire engines and other unplements used
for the extinguishment of fires, with the buildings used
exclusively for the safe keeping thereof, and for the meet-
ing of fire companies, whether belonging to any town, or
t0 any fire company organized therein,
Eighth.—All public market houses, public squares, or
other public grounds, town or township houses or halls,
used exclusively for public purposes, and all works, ma-
«chinery, or fixtures belonging to any town and wused
-exclusively for conveying water to such town.
Ninth.—All public libraries, and real and personal prop-
-erty belonging to or connected with the same. '
Tenth.—The personal property of each individual liable
to assessment and taxation under the provisions of this
-act, of which such individual is the actual and bona-fide
-owner, to an amount not exceeding opne hundred dollars in
walue ; Provided, That each person shall list all of his
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personal property for taxation, and the county auditor
shall deduct the amount of the exemption authorized by
this section, from the total amount of his assessment, and
levy taxes upon the remainder. )

SEC. 6. All real property in this state subject to taxa-
tion, shall be listed and assessed every even numbered
year, with reference to its value, on the first day of May
preceding the assessment, and ail real estate becoming tax
able any intervening year, shall be listed and assessed with
reference to its value, on the first day of May of that year.
Personal property shall be listed and assessed annually,
with reference to its value on the first day of .May.

Sec. 7. Personal property shall be listed in the manner
following : . :

Firat.—Every person of full age and sound mind, being
a restdent of this state, shall list all his moneys, crediis,
bonds or stock, shares of stock of joint stock or other
companies (when the property of such company is not as-
sessed in this state,} moneys loaned or invested, annuities,
franchises, royalties, and other personal property.

Second.—He shall also list separately and in the name
of his principal, all moneys and other persousl property
invested, loaned, or otherwise controlled by him as the
agent or attorney, or on account of any other person ov
persons, company or corporation whatsoever, and all mon-
eys deposited subject to his order, check, or draft, and
credits due from or owing by any person or persons, body
corporate or politic. -

Third.—The property of a minor child shall be listed by
hli:;s guardian, or by the person having such property in
C arge. . .

Fourth.—The property of an idiot or lunatic, by the
person having charge of such property.

Fifth.—The property of a wife, by her husband, if of

“sound mind ; if not, by herself.

Sixth.—The property of a person for whose benefit it is
held in trust, by the trustee ;-of the estate of a deceased
person, by the execuntor or administrator.

Seventb.—The property of corporations whose assets
are in the hands of receivers, by such receivers.

Eighth.—The property of a body .politic or corporate,.
by the president or proper agent or officer thereof.

Ninth.—The property of a firm or company, by a part--
ner or agent thereof.

Tenth.—The property of manufacturers- and others in
the hands of an agent, by such agent in the name 6f his.
principal as merchandise.

Sze. 8. Personal property, except such as is required
in this act to be listed and assessed otherwise,
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listed and assessed in the county, town or district where
the owner or agent resides. The capital stock and fran-
«chises of corporations and persons, except a8 may be
-otherwise provided, shall be Listed and taxed in the coun-
ty, town or district where the principal office or place of
business of such corporation or person is located in this
gtate ; if there be no principal office or place of business
in this state, then at the place in this state where any such
corporation or person transacts business. The personal
property pertaming ta the business of a merchant or of
& manufacturer, shall be listed in the town or district
where his business is carried on.

Sec. 9. The personal property of express, transporta-
tion and stage companies shall be listed and assessed in
the county, town or district where the same is usually
kept. All persons, companies and corporations in this
state, owning steamboats, sailing vessels, wharf-boats,
barges, and other water craft, shall be required to list the
same for assessment and taxation, in the county, town or
district in which the same may belong, or be -enrolled,
registered or licensed, or kept when not enrolled, register-
ed or licensed. )

"8ec. 10. The personal property of gas and water com-
panies shall be listed and assessed in the town or district
where the principal works are located. Gas and water

mains and pipes, laid in roads, streets or alleys, shall be
held to be personal property. )

Sec. 11. The personal property of street ratlroad,
plank road, gravel roud, turnpike or bridge companies,
shall be listed and assessed in the county, town or district
where the principal place of bnsiness is located, and the
track, road or bridge shall be held to be personal property.

SEc. 12. When the owner of live stock, or other per-
sonal property connected with a farm, does not reside
thereon, the same shall be listed and assessed in the town
or district where the farm is situated. Provided ; If the
farm is sitnated in several towns or districts, it shall be
listed and assessed in the town or district in which the
principal place of business of such farm may be located.

S ¢ 13. The owner of personal properiy removing
from one county, town or district to another, between the
first day of May and the first day of July, shall be assess-
ed in either in which he is first called upon by the asses-
sor. The owner of personal property moving iuto this
state from another state, between the first day of May
and the first day of July, shall list the property owned-by
him on the first day of May of such year i the county,
town or district in which he resides; Provided; If such
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person has been assessed, and can make it appear to thg
assessor that he is held for tax of the current year on the
property in another state, county, town or dlstrlct he shalp
not he again assessed for such year.

SEc. 14. Inall queetions that may arise under ‘this
act as to the proper place to list personal property, o
where the same cannot be listed as stated in this act, it
between several places in the same connty, the place fo
listing and assessing shall be determined” and fixed by the
county board; and when between different counties or
places in different counties, by the auditor of state; and
when fixed in either case, shall be as binding asg if fixed
by this act.

SEc. 15. Bvery person required by this act fo list
property shall make ont and deliver to the assessor when
required, a statement, verified by his oath, of all the per-
sonal property in his possession or under his control, and
which by the provisions of this act he is required to list
for taxation. either as owner or holder thereof, or as
guardian, parent, husband, trustee, executor, administra-
tor, receiver, accounting officer, partner, agent, or factor;
but no person shall be required to include 1n his statement
any share or portion of the capital stock or property of
any company or corporation which such company is re-

‘quired to list or return as its capital and property for tax-

ation in this state.

Sec. 16. It shall be the duty of the assessor to determ-
ine and fix the true and full value of all items of personal
property included in such statement, and enter the same
opposite such items respectively, so that when completed
such statement shall truly and distinctly set forth—

First.—The number of" horses under three years old,
and three years old and over, and the value thercof.

Second.—the number of cattle nnder two years old ; the
number of cows two years old and over; the number of
all other cattle two years old and "over, and the value
thereof.

Third. —The number of mules and asses of allages, and
the value thereof.

Fourth—The number of sheep of all ages, and the val
ue thereof.

Fifth.—The number of hogs of all ages, and the value
thereof.

Sixth.—The number of wagons and carriages of what
ever kind, and the value thereof.

Seventh.—The number of sewing and knitting machmes

and_ the value thereof.
Eighth.—The number of watches and clocks, and the

value thereof.
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Ninth.—The number of melodeons and organs, and the
value thereof.

Tenth.—The number of piano-fortes, and the value
thereof, '

Eleventh.—The value of household and office furniture.

Twelfth.—~The value of agricultural tools, implements
and machinery. .

Thirteenth.—The value of gold and silver plate and
plated ware.

Fourteenth.-—The value of diamonds and jewelry.

Fifteenth.—The value and description of every fran-
chise, annuity, royalty and patent right.

Sixteenth.—The value of every steamboat, sailing ves-
gel, wharf boat, barge or other water-craft.

Seventeenth.—The value of goods and merchandise,
which such person is required to list as a merchant.

Eighteenth.—The value of materials and manufactured

articles, which such person is required to list as a manu..

facturer. )
Nineteenth.—The value of manufacturers’ tools, imple-
ments, and machinery, including engines and boilers.
Twentieth—The amount of moneys of banks, (other
than than those whose capital is represented by shares of
stock,) bankers, brokers, or stock jobbers.

Twenty-first.—The amounts of credits of banks, {other
than those whose capital is represented by shares of stock,)
bankers, brokers or stock jobbers.

Twenty-second.—The amount of moneys other than of
banks, bankers, brokers, or stock jobbers.

Twenty-third.—The amount of credits other than of
bank, banker, broker or stock jobber.

Twenty-fourth~—The amount and * value of bonds and
stocks other than bank stock. -

'l‘l\:enty-ﬁfth.—'l‘he amount and value of shares of bank
stock. -

Twenty-sixth.—The amount and value of shares of cap-
ital stock of companies and associations not incorporated
by the laws of this state.

-Twenty-seventh.—The value of stock and furniture of
sample rooms, and eating houses, including billiard-tables,
bagatelle tables, or other similar tables.

Twenty-eighth.—T'he value of all other articles of per-
gonal property not included in the preceding twenty-
gaven items.

Twenty-ninth.—The value of all elevators, warehouses
and improvements on lands, the title of which is vested in
any railroad company. ’
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Thirticth.—~The value of all improvemcunts on lands
held under law of the United States.

Sec. 17. Whenever the assessor shall be of opinion
that the person listing property for himself, or for any other
person, company or corporation, has not made a full, fair
and complete list of such property, he may examine such
person under oath, in regurd to the amount of the prop-
erty he is required to list ; and if such person shall refuse
to answer under oath, and a full discovery make, the as-
sessor may list the property of such person or his princi-
pal, according to his best judgment and information.

Sec. 18. In making up the amount of credits “which .
any person is required to list for himself or for any other
person, company or corporation, he shall be entitled to
deduct from the gross amount thereof, the. amount of all
bona fide indebtedness of himself or of any such person,
company or corporation ; but no acknowledgement of in-
debtedness not founded on actual consideration, believed
when received to have been adequate, and no such ac-
knowledgement made for the purpose of being so deduct-
ed shall be considered a deut in the meaning of this sec-
tion. Nothing in this section shall be 80 construed as to
apply to any bank, banker, company or corporation, exer-
cising banking powers or privileges, or to authorize any
deductions allowed by this section from the value of any
other item of taxation than credits. Provided, That grain
to the amount of three hundred dollars in value held for
gale by the producer of the same may be included with
credits in the deductions herein authorized.

Sec. 19. No person, company or corporation shall be
entitled to any deduction on account'of any bond, note, or
obligation of any kind given to any mutual insurance
company, nor on account of any unpaid subscription to
any religious, scientific, or charitable institution or society,
nor on account of any subscription to, or instzllment pay-
able on the capital stock of any company, whether incor-
porated or unincorporated, and in all cases where deduc-
tions are claimed from credits, the assessor shall require
that such deductions be verified by the oath of the person,
officer, or agent claiming the same ; and any such person,
officer or agent knowingly or willfully making a fraudu-
lent statement of such deductions claimed, so verified by
affidavit, shall be liable to a fine of not less than one hun-
dred dollars, nor more than one thousand dollars, in ad-
dition to all damages sustained by the state, county, or
other local corporations, to be recovered in any proper
form of action inany court of competent jurisdiction in
the name of the State of Minnesota.
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3ec. 20, Whoever owns or has in his possession or sub-
Ject to his control, any goods, merchandise, grain, or pro-
duce of any kind, or other personal property within this
state with authority to sell the same, which has been pur-
chased either in or out of this state with a view to
being sold atanadvanced price or profit, or which has been
consigned to him, from any place out of this state, for the
purpose of being sold at any place within this state, shall
be held to be a werchant ; and when he is by this act re-
quired to make out and deliver to the assessor a statement
of his other personal property, he shall state the value of
such property pertaining to his business asa merchant. No
consignee shall be required to list for taxation the value of
any property, the product of this state, nor.the value of
any property consigned to him from any other place for
the sole purpose of being stored or forwarded, if he has no
interest in such prpoerty, nor any profit to be derived from
its sale. The stock of nurserymen, growing or otherwise
shall be listed and assessed as merchandise. :
Sec. 21. Iivery person who purchases, receives, or
holds personal property of any description, for the purpose
_of adding to the value thereof by any process of manufac-
furing, refining, rectifying or by the combination of diff-
erent materials, with a view of making gain or profit by
§0 doing, shall be held to be a manutacturer, and he shall,
when required to make and deliver to the assessor a state-
ment, of the amount of his other personal property sub-
ject to taxation, also include in his statement the value of
all articles purchased, received or otherwise held for the

purpose of being used,in whole or in part, in any process or |

operation of manufacturing, combining, rectifying or refin-
ign. Every person owuning a manufacturing establishment of
any kind, and every manufacturer shall list as part of his
manufacturer’s stock the value ofall engines and machinery
of every description, used or designed to be used i.: any pro-
cess of refining or mannfacturing, except such fixtures as
have been considered as part of any parcel of real prop-
erty, including all tools and implements of every kind used
or designed to be used for the aforesaid purpose.

SEc. 22.  The president, secretary, or principal account-
ing officer of any company or association, whether incor-
porated or unincorporated, except railroad, insurance, or
telegraph companies, aind banking corporations, whose tax.-
ation is specifically provided for in this act, shall make out
and deliver to the assessor a sworn statement of the amount
of its capital stock, setting forth particularly:

First.—The name and location of the company or as-
sociation. :
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Second.—The amount of capital stock authorized, and
the number of shares into which said capital stock is di-
vided.

t Third.—The amount of capital stock paid up.

Fourth.—The market value, or if they have no market
value, then the actual value of the shares of stock.

Fifth.—The total amount of all indebtedness, except the
indebtedness for current expenses, excluding from such ex-
penses the amount paid for the purchase or improvement
of property.

Sixth.—The value of all its real property, if any.

Seventh.—The value of its personal property.

The aggregate amount of the fifth, sixth and seventh
items shall be deducted from the total amount of the fourth
item, and the remainder, if any, shall be listed as “ bonds
or stocks ”’ under subdivision twenty-four of section six-
teen of this act. The real and personal property of such
company or association shail be listed and assessed the
same as other personal property. In all cases of failure
or refusal of any person, officer, company or association,
to make such return or statement, it shall be the daty of
the assessor to make such return or statement from the
best information he can obtain.

Sec. 23. The accounting officer of every bank, whose
capital is not represented by shares of stock, and
every private banker, broker or stock jobber shall make
out and deliver to the assessor, when required to list per-
gonal property, a statement which he shall verify by oath,
showing :

First.—The amount of money on hand or in transit.

Second.—The amount of funds in the hands of other
banks, brokers, or others subject to draft.

Third.—The amount of checks or cash items, the amount
thereof not being included in either of the preceding
items.

Fourth.—The amount of bills receivable, discounted or
purchased, and other credits due or to become due, includ-
1ng accounts receivable, and interest accrued but not due,
and interest due and unpaid.

Fifth. The amount of bonds and stocks . of every kind
(except United States bonds), and shares of capital stock
of joint stock or other companies or corporations held as
an 1nvestment, or in any way representing assets. '

Sixth.—All other property appertaining to said business,
other than real estate, which real estate shall be listed and -
assessed as other real estate is listed and assessed under
this act. .

Seventh—The amount of all deposits made with them
by other parties.
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Eighth.—The amount of all accounts payable, other than
current deposit accounts.

The amount of the seventh item shall be deducted from
ti2s aggregate amount of the first, second and third items,
and the remainder, if any, shull be listed as money, under
subdivision twenty of section sixteen of this aci. The
amount of the eighth item shall be deducted from the
amount of the fonrth item, and the remainder, if any, shall

- be listed as credits, according tothe provisions of said sec-
tion sixteen. The amount of the fifth item shall be listed as
bonds and stocks, under the said section sixteen, and the
sixth item shizll be listed the same as other similar person-
al property is listed under this act. .

Skc. 24. The stockiolders of every bank located with-
in this state, whether such bank has been organized under
the banking laws of this state or of the United States,
shall be assessedand taxed oo the value of their shares of
stock therein, in the connty, town, district, city, or village
where such bank or hanking association is located, and not
elsewhere, whether such stockholders reside in such place
or not ; such shares shall be listed and assessed annually,
with regard to the owuership and value thereof on the
first day of May in each year. To aid the assessor in de-
termining the value of such shares of stock, the account-
ing officer of every such bank shall furnish a statement to
the assessor, varified by oath, showing the amount and

number of such shares of the capital stock of such bank,
the amount of its surplus or reserve fund, and the amount
of its legally anthorized investments in real estate, which
real estate shall be assessed and taxed as other real estate
is assessed and taxed under this act. The assessor shall
deduct the amount of such investments in real estafe:from
the aggregate amount of such capital and surplus fund,
and the remainder shall be taken as a basis for the valua-
tion of much shares of stock in the hands of the stockhold-
ers, subject to the provisions of law requiring all proper-
ty to be assessed at ils true and full value. The shares of
capital stock of national banks not located in this state,
held in this state, shall not be required to be listed wunder
this act. .

Sec. 25. TIn overy bank and banking office there shall
be kept at all times a full and correct list of the pames
and residence of the stockholders, owners or parties in-
terested therein, showing the number of shares and the
amount held, owned or controlled by each party in inter-
est, which statement or list shall be subject to the inspec-
tion of the officers authorized to assess property for taxa-
tion, and it shall be the daty ot the accounting officer, or
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cashier, of each bank or banking institution, to furnish the
assessor with a duplicate copy of such assessment, verified
by oath, which shall be returned to the county auditor and
filed iu his office. ‘

Sec. 26. To secure the payment of taxeson bank stock
or banking capital, it shall be the duty of every bank, or
the managing officer or officers thereof, to retain so much
of any dividend or dividends belonging to such stockhold-
ers, or owners, as shall be necessary to pay any taxes levied
upon their shares of stock, or interest, respectively, until it
shall be made to appear to such bank or its officers, that
such taxes have been paid ; and any officer of any such bank
who shall pay over or authorize the paying over of any
such dividend or dividends, or any portion thereof, con-
trary to the provisions of this section, shall thereby be-
come liable tor such tax ; and if the said iax shall not be
paid, the county treasurer where said bank is located, shall
sell such share or shares, or interest, to pay the same, like
other personal property ; and in case of sale, the provis-
ions of law in regard to the transfer®of stock when sold
on execution, shail apply to such sale. .

SEc. 27. Property held under alease for a term of three
or more years, o a cOutract for the purchase thereof. be-
longing to the state, or to any religious, scientific or be-
nevolent socicty or institution, whether incorporated or
unincorporated, or to any railroad company or other cor-
poration whese property is not taxed in the same manner
as other property, and school or other state lands, shall be -
considered, for all purposes of taxation, asthe property of
the person so holding the same. i

Skc. 28, All property shall be assessed at its true and
full value in money. lu determining the true and full val-
ue of real or personal property, the assessor shall not
adopt a lower or different standard of value, because the

.same is to serve as a basis of tuxation, nor shall he adopt

ag a criterion of value the price for which the said proper-
ty would sell at auction, or at a forced sale, or in the ag-
gregate with all the property in the town or district ; but
‘he shall value each article or description of property by
itself, and at such sum or price as he believes the same to
be fairly worth in money at the time such assessmentismade.
In assessing any tractor lot of real property the value
of the land exclusive of improvements shall Le deter-
mined ; also the value of all improvements and*structures
thereon and the aggregate value of the property includ-
ing all structures and other improvements, excluding the
value of crops growing upon cultivated land. In valuing
any real property upon which there is a coal or other

-
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mine, or stone or other quarry the same shall be valued at
such a price, as such property, including the mine or quar-
ry, would sell at a fair voluntary sale for cash. Taxable
leasehold estates shall be valued-at such a price as they
would bring at a fair, voluntary sale for cash. Money,
whether in possession or on deposit shall be entered in the
gtatement at the full amount thereof. Xvery credit for a
snm certain, payables either in money, property of any
kind, labor or services. shull be valued at the tull price of
the same so payable; if for a specific article, or for a
specified number or quantity of any article of property,
or for a certain amount of labor, or for services of any
kind, it shall be valued at the current price of such prop-
erty, or for such labor or services, at the place where pay-
able.

Sec. 29. The county auditor shall annually provide
the necessary assessment books and blanks at the expense
of the connty, for and to correspond with each assessment
district. Heshall make out in the real property assess-
ment book, complete lists of all lands or lots subject to tax-
ation, showing the names of the owners, if to him known,
- and if unknown so stuted opposite each tract or lot, the
number of acres, and the lots or parts of lots or blocks,
included in each description of property. - The list of
real property becoming subject to assessment and tax-
ation every odd numbered year may be appended to
the personal property assessment book. There shall
be appended to each personal property assessment book a
list of all mortgages or other real estate securities held,
owned or controlled by the residerts of the town or dis-
trict showing the names of the owners, or agents alpha-
betically arranged and tho amount due on each separate
instrument. It is hereby made the duty of the register
of deeds to make out such lists according to the records
of his office and deliver them to the county auditor on or
before the last Saturday of April in each year. The ex-
penses of such lists shall be paid by the county, on allow-
ance by the county commissioners. The assessment books
and blanks shall be in readiness for delivery to the assessors
on the last Saturday of April in each year, and the asses-
sors shall meet on that day, at the office of the county au-
ditor, for the purpose of receiving such books and "blanks
and for conference with the auditor in reference to the
performance of their duties. :

Sec. 30. Every person elected or appointed to the office
of assessor, shall, at or before the time of receiving the as-
sessment books, file with the county auditor his bond pay-
able to the State of Minnesota, with at least one good
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freehold surety to be approved by the said auditor, in the
penal sum of five hundred dollars, conditioned that he will
diligently, faithfully and impartially perform the duties
enjoined on him by law; and he shall, moreover, take and
subscribe on said bond an oath that he will, according to
the beést of his judgment, skill and ability, diligently, faith~
fully and impartially perform all the duties enjoined on
him by thisact; and if any person s elected or uppointed
fails to give bond, or fails to take the oath required within
the time prescribed, such failure shall be deemed a refus-
al fo serve. '

S8Ec. 31, Any assessor who deems it necessary, to en-
able him to complete the lisling and valuation of the
property of hiz town or district, within the time prescri hed
by law, may, with the approbation of the county auditor,

-appoint some well qualified citizen of his town or district

to act as his assistant or depnty, and assign to him such
portion of his district as he thinks proper, and each as-
sistant so appointed shall, under the direction of the as-
gessor, alter giving bond and taking tbe required oath,
perform all the dutiesenjoined upon, vested in or imposed
upon agsessors by the provisions of this act.

Sec. 32. The assessor shall every odd numbered year,
at the time of taking a list of personal property, also
assess all real property situated in his town or district that
may have become subject to taxation since the last pre-
vious assessment of property therein, and of all new build-

added to such parcel of real property Ly the erection
thereof; and in case of the destruction by fire, flood, or
otherwise, of any building or structure of any kind, over
one hundred dollars in value, which has been erected pre-
vious to the last valuation of the land on which the same
stood, or the value of which has been added to any former
valuation of sach land, the assessor shall determine, as
near as practicable, how much less such land would sell for
at private sale in consequence of such destruction, and
make return thereof to the county auditor. )
SEC. 33. The assessor shall perform the duties required
of him during the months of May and June of each year
except in cases otherwise provided; andin the manner_fol -
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lowing, to-wit : e shall actually view, and determine as
nearly as practicable, the true and full value of each tract
or lot of real property listed for taxation, and shall “enter
the value thereof, including the value of all inprovements
and structures thereon, opposite each description of prop-
erty. He shall make an alphabetical list of the nawmes of
all persons in his town or district liuble to an assessment
of personal property, and require each person to make a
correct list and statement of such property, according to
the prescribed form, which statement and list shall be sub-
scribed and sworn to by the person listing the property,
and the assessor shall thereupon determine the value of
the property included iu such statement and enter the same
in his assesament books, opposite the name of the party as-
sessed, and in makibg such entry in his assessment books,
be shall give the name and the post-office address of the
party listing the property, and if the party reside in a city,
the assessor shall give- the street and number, or other
brief description of his residence or place of business.

SEC. 34. The assessor shall call at the office, place of
doing business or residence of each person required by
this act to list property, and list his name, and shall require
such person to make a correct statement of his taxable
property in accordance with the provisions of this act;
and every person 80 required, shall enter s true and cor-
rect statement of such property in the form prescribed,
which statement shall be signed and verified by the oath
of the person listing the property, and delivered to the as-
sessor, who shall thereupon assess the value of such prop-
erty and enter the same in. his books. Provided, 1f any
-property is listed or assessed on or after the fourth Mou-
day of- June and before the return of the assessor’s books,
the same shall be as legal and binding as if listed and
assessed before that time, _

Sec. 356. If any person required by this act to list
property, shall be sick or absent when the assessor calls for
a list of his property, the assessor shall leave at the office
or usual place of residence or business. of such person a
written or printed notice requiring such person to make
out and leave at the place named by said assessor, oun or
before some convenient day named therein, the statement

- or list required by this act. The date of leaving such no-
“ tice and the name of the person required to list the prop-
erty, shall be noted by the assessor in his assessment book.

Sec. 36. In every case where any person whose duty
it is to list personal property for taxation, has refused or
peglected to list the same when called on by the assessor

for that purpose, or to take and subscribe an oath in re.
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gard to the truth of his statement of personal property,
or any part thereof, when required by the assessor, the as-
sessor shall enter opposite the name of such person in dn
appropriate colummn, the words “ refused to list,”’ or, * re-
fused to swear,” as the case may be, and in every case
where any person required to list property for tazation -
bas been absent, or unable from sickness to list the zame,
the assessor shall enter opposite the name of such person,
in an appropriate column, the words “ absent ** or “ sick,”

The assessor is hereby authorized to administer oaths to
all persons. who by the provisions of this act are required
to swear, or whom he may require to testify in any cases
and he may examine, upon oath, any person whom he may
suppose to have knowledge of the amount or value of the
personal property of any person refusing to list or to ver-
ify his list of personal property.

SEc. 37. It shall be the duty of assessors when assess-
ing personal property, to designate the number of the
school district in which each person assessed is liable for

- tax ; which designation shall bé made by writing the num-

ber of the district opposite each assessment, in a colnmn
provided for that purpose in the assessment book. When
the personal property of any person is assessable in sever-
al school districts, the amount in each shall be asscased

Sec. 38. Inall cases of a failure to obtain a statement
of personal property from any cause, it shall be the' duty
of the aussessor to ascertain the amount and value of such
property, and assess the same at such amount as he believes
to be-the true value thereof.

Provided, That the complaintsof non-residents in reference
to the assessment of any property real or personal, and of
others in reference to any assessment made after the meet-
ing of the town board of review shall be heard and de-
termined by the county board.

SEc. 40. The assessor shall cause at least ten days
previous notice of the time and place of the meeting of
the town board of review, by posting notices in at least
three public places in his town or district, but the failure
to- give such notice or hold such meeting , shail not vitiate
such assessment, except as to the excess of valnation of tax
thereon shown to be unjustly made or levied.

Sec. 41. The assessor shall add up and note the

" amount of each column in his assessment books; he shall
also make in each book, under proper headings, a tabula.
atatement, showing the footings of the several columns

SEc. 53. The county auditor shall deliver the lists of
the several districts of the county to the county treasurer,
on or before the first day of December in each year, tak-
ing his receipt therefor, showing the total amount of taxes
due upon the said lists ; and such lists shall be full and suf-
ficient authority for the county treasurer to receive and
collect taxes therein levied.

1. 5d. The county treasurer shall be the receiver
and collector of all the taxes extended upon the tax list of
the county , whether levied for state, county, city, town,
echool, poor, bridge, road or other purposes, anything in
the charter of any city or town, or in any other act of the
legislature, heretofore passed, to the contrary notwith-
standing; and also of all fines, forfeitures, or penalties
received by any person or officer for, the use of his county;
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and he shall proceed to collect the same according to law,
and place the same when collected to the credit of the
proper funds. Bat this provision shall not be so construed
a8 to include any fines and penalties accruing to any
municipal corporation for the violation of its ordinances,
and which were recovered before any city justice.

SEC. 55, On receiving the tax lists from the county au-

ditor, the treasurer shall, if directed by the county com-
missioners, give notice by publication in some newspaper
having general circulation in the county, onee in each of
three successive weeks, and by posting the same in three
public places in each town or district in the county, one
of which shall be the usual place of holding elections,
specifying particularly in said notice, the rates of taxation
for all general purposes, and the amounts raised for cach
specific purpose, also designating a day on which he or
his deputy will attend at the place of holding elections,
or at some other convenient place in each town or district,
which day shall not be prior to the first day of January.
in each year, for the purpose of receiving such taxes, and
the treasurer or his deputy shall attend for the purpose
aforesaid, on the day and at the place named in said no-
tice. The county treasurer shall, if directed by the coun-
ty commissioners, have duplicate tax lists made at the ex-
pense of the county, for his use while collecting taxes
away from the county seat, and he may appoint one or
more deputies to assist him in the collection of taxes, and
may take such bond as security from the person so ap-
pointed as he deams necessary for his indemnity, and shall
in all cases beliable and accountable for the proceedings
and misconduct of his deputies in office. '
E.Sec. 66. The county treasurer, upon the payment of
any tax, shall give to the person paying the same a receipt
therefor, specifying therein the land, town or city lot or
other property, on which said tax was levied, according
to its déscription on the tax list, or in some other sufficient
manner, aud the year or years for which the tax was lev-
ied. The said receipt shall have a duplicate stub, show-
ing the name of the person, deseription of property, and
the amount and date of payment; and the county freasur-
er shall return all such duplicate stubs made by himself*
or deputies, to the county auditor, at the end of each
month, who shall file and preserve them in his office,
charging the treasurer with the amount thereof.

Sec. 57. The county treasurer shall receive in payment
of taxes, orders on the several funds for which taxes may
be levied, to the amount of the tax for such fund, without

sald taxes, and the costs of such distress and sale.

Sec. 59. If the county treasurer isunable, for the want.
of goods or chattels whereon to levy, to collect, by dis-
tress, or otherwise, the taxes or any part tnereof, which
may have been assessed upon the personal property of
any personor corporation or any executor, or administrator,
guardian, receiver, accounting officer, agent or factor,
such treasurer shall file with the county auditor on the
first day of June following, a list of such taxes, with an
affidavit of himself, or of the deputy treasurer entrusted
with the collection of said taxes, stating thathe had made-,
diligent search and inquiry for goods and chattels where-
with to make such taxes, and was unable to make or col-
lect the same. He shall note on the margin of such list,
the place to which any delinquent tax payer may have re-
moved, with the date of his removal if he is able to ascer-

Sec. 82. On the third Monday in September in each
ear, the county auditor shall sell all pieces or parcels of
{and against which judgment has been rendered for the
taxes of the preceding year or years. Before making such
sale he shall give notice thereof, by posting such notice,
one copy in the office of the clerk of the court where the

_judgment shall have bheen entered, one copy in the office of

the county treasurer, and one copy at some conspicuous
place at the county seat of said county, at least ten days
before the day of sale, and by publishing such notice once
in each of two successive weeks, the first publication to
be at least filteen days before the day of sale, in some
daily or weekly newspaper printed in the English lan-
guage, published .in the county where snch lands are situ-
fed, if there be one; if there be none, then in one publish-
ed in the county in which the judgment shall have been
entered ; or if there be none in either, then in one pub-
lished in some county in the judicial district. Provided,
That in all cases whiere answer has been filed as provided
by law, and judgment shall have been entered, the
county auditor shull give the required notice by publication
and otherwise, and within thirty days after judgment has
been entered, proceed to eell all property against
which taxea stand charged in such judgment. The notice
?erein required may be substantially in the following
orm :

the same whenever the seller and purchaser agree thereto
in writing signed by them, or personally appear before
the anditor and agree npon the amount of valuation to
be transferred therewith ; butif the seller and purchaser
do not agree as to the amount of valuation to be transferred,

“the auditorshall make such division of the valuatlion asmay

appear to him just. If the county auditor issatisfied that the
proportion of the valuation agreed, by the partiesininterest,
to be transferred, is greater than the proportional value of
the lapd or lot to be transferred therewith, and that such
agreement was made by collusion™of the parties, and with
a view fraudulently to cvade the payment of any taxes

In all ¢ases when any tract or lot of land is
divided int parcels of irregular shape that cannot be described
except by metes and bounds, it shall be the duty of the
owners of such tracts, upon request of the county audit-
or, to have such land platted into lots—if such plat can-
not be made without an actual survey of the land, then
they shall have the same surveyed—and the plat ‘thereof
recorded. If the owners of any such tract shall retuse
or neglect to cause such plat, and survey whennecessary,
to be made and recorded within thirty days atter such re.

. quest, the county surveyor, upon request of the county
auditor, shall make out such plat from the records of the
register of deeds, if practicable, but if it cannot be made
from such records, then he shall make the necessary sur-
vey and the plat thereof, und the suid wuditor shall have
the same recorded.

preceding such “do,” % ,, ” or other similar character.

Skc. 110. The county commissioners shall let the ad-
vertising of the delinquent tax list, to the publisher or
proprietor of a newspaper, who Wwill offer to do the same
in some daily or weekly newspaper, baving not less than
four pages of five columns to the page, each coluinn to be
not less than two inches in widih, nor less than sevenieen
inches in length, printed in the English language, and of
‘general circulation, which shall have been published and
circulated for at least three months prior to.the time of
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letting, for the lowest sum, not to exceed’twelve cents for
each description, and who shall give a bond to the county,
with at least two sureties, freeholders of the county, to be
approved and in ap amount to be fixed by the county com-
missioners, conditioned for the correct and faithful per-
formance of such advertising. ’
Sec. 111.. In all cases where there is an error in the
advertised lists, the fault thereof being the printer’s, which
-provents judgment from being obtained against any tracts
.or lots, or against all of said delinquent lists at the time
stated in the advertisement that judgment will be applied
for, the printer shall lose the compensation allowed by this
act, for such erroneously advertised tracts or lots, or en-
tire lists as the case may he. .
SEke. 112, The county auditor, if he has reason to be-
Lieve.or is informed that any person bas given to the as-
-gessor a false statement of lis personal property, or that
the assessor has not returned the full amount of all prop-
erty required to be listed in lis township or district; or
has omitted or made an erroncouns return of any property
which is by law subject to taxation, shall proceed at any
time before the final settlement with the county treasurer,
to correct the return of the assessor, and to charge the
owners of guch property on the tax lists with the proper
amount of taxes; to enable him to do which, he ishereby
authorized and empowered to issue compulsory process,
and -to require the attendance of any person whom Le may

amount returned by the assessor, without the written con-
gent of the auditor of state, on a statement of the case
submitted by the county auditor, or the party aggrieved.
Sec. 113. 1If any tax on any property liable to taxation
is prevented from being collected for any year or years by
reason of any erroneous proceedings, or other cause, the
amount of such tax which such property should have paid
ghall be added to the tax on such property for the next
succeeding year. -

Sgc. 114. It sghall be unlawfut for the corporate author-

~ ities of any county, township, city, town, or village, or the

authorities of any school district, unless specially and ‘ex-
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pressly authorized by law, fto contract any debt orincur
any pecuniary liability for the payment ot either the prin-
cipal or interest for which, during the current year or any
subsequent year, it will be necessary to levy on the tax-
able property of such county, township, city, town, village,
or school district, a higher rate-of tax than the maximum
rate prescribed by this act; and every contract made in
contravention of the provisions of this section shall be ut-
terly null and void in regard to any obligation thereby im-
posed on the corporation on behalt of which such contract
purports to be made; but every commissioner, officer,
agent, supervisor, or member of any municipal corpora-

‘tion, that makes, or participates in making, or authorizes

the making of any such contract, shall be held individually
liable for 1ts performance ; and every commissioner, super-
visor, director, or member of any city, town, or village

.council, or other officer or agent of any such municipal

corporation, present when any such unlawful contract was
made, or authorized to be made, shall be deemed to have,
or to have participated in making, or to have anthorized
the making the same, asthe case may le, unlessif prés-
ent, he dissented therefrom, and entered or cansed to be
entered.such dissent on the records of such municipal cor-
poration, or of its councils, supervisors, or other office.
Sec. 115, At the time of taking the assessment of real
property every even numbered year, the assessor shall en-
ter in a separate list each description of property in the
town or district exempt under the provisions of scction five
of thig act, and value and assess the sane in the manner,
and subject to the same rules, as he i3 required to assessall
other property, designating in each ease to whom such

property belongs, and for what purpose used. -

Sec. 116. Every county auditor, and every district and
township assessor who in any case refuses or knowingly
neglects to perform any duty enjoined on him by this act,
or who consents to or connives at any evasion of its pro-

visions whereby any proceeding required by this act is”

prevented or hindered, or whereby any property required
to be listed for taxation is unlawfully exempted, or the val-
uation thereof is entered on the tax list at less than its
true value, shall for every such neglect, refusal, consent,
or connivance, forfeit and pay to the state not less than
two hundred nor more than one thousand dollars; at the
discretion of the court, to be recovered before any court
of competent jurisdiction.

Sec. 117. Whenever a civil actionis commenced against
any person holding the office of county treasurer, county
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auditor, or any town or district office for performing or
attempting to perform any duty authorized or directed by
any statute of this state for the collection of the public
revenue, such treasurer, auditor, or other officer, may, in
the discretion of the court before whom such action is
brought, by an order made by such court and entered in
the minutes thereof, be allowed, and paid out of the coun-
ty treasury, reasonable fees of counsel and other expenses
tor defending such action, and the amount of any damage
and costs adjudged against him, which said fees, expenses
?aﬂéages and costs shall be paid from the county revenue
und.

Sec. 118. The aunditor of state shall, on or before the first
day of Aprilof each year, obtain from the local land offices
in the state, and from the several land grant railroad com-
companies, lists of lands sold or contracted to be sold
during the previous year, and certify them from taxation,
together with the various classes of state lands sold during
the same year, to the auditors of the connties in which
such lands may be situated. He shall also at the same
time obtain lists of lands reverting to the railroad com-
panies each year by reason of the forfeiture of contracts,

. and certify the same to the respective county auditors for
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cancellation of taxes, and it shall be the duty of the rail-
road companies to report such sales and forfeitures on or
‘before the first day of April each year to the auditor of
state ; Provided, That all forfeited lands not so reported
shall be held for all taxes aceruing thereon.

Src. 119. The auditor of state shall prescribe the form
of all blanks and books required under the provisions of
this act. He shall hear and determine all matters of
grievance relating to taxation on account of excessive
valuation of property, or for other cause, when submitted
fo him with a statement of facts in the caso and favorable
recommendation of the commissioners and auditor of the
county in which the property is situated.  He shall keep
a record of all cases so referred, and of all decisions ren-
dered, and upon deciding any case he ghall forward a
cartified copy of such decision to the county auditor, who
shall file the same and correct his books accordingly. He
"shall decide all questions that may arise in reference to
the true construction of this act, in accordance with the
advice and opinion of the attorney general, and such de-
cigion shall have force and effect until annulled by the
judgment or decree of a court of competent jurisdiction.

8ec. 120.- Chapter seventy-nine of the general laws of
one thousand eight hundred and seventy-seven. and all
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other acts and parts of aets inconsistent with this act
are hereby repealed, except that all rights heretofore
acquired, under any act hereby repealed shall not be affect-
ed hereby ; and all rights heratotore acquired under chap-
ter eleven of the general statutes, or any otheract repealed
by chapter one of the general laws of one thousand eight
hundred and seventy-four, are hereby revived and con-
tinuned in'force to the same extent as when such rights were
acquired ; and the payment and collection of all taxes here-
tofore sssessed fand levied; shall he enforced in accordance
with the provisions of this act.

CHAPTER 2

AN ACT SUPPLEMENTARY TO AN ACT ENTITLED “AN ACT
TO PROVIDE UNIFORM AND CHEAP TEXT BOOKS ‘FOR THE
PUBLIC SCHOOLS OF THE STATE OF MINNESOTA.” APPROV-
ED FEBRUARY TWENTY-THIRD (23d), ONE THOUSAND
EIGHT HUNDRED AND SEVENTY-SEVEN (1877). ’

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota:

SecTioN 1. As soon as may be, after any county superin-
tendent shall have received from any district clerk, the esti-
mate of the number of books required for the supply of his
district, as provided for by section four (4), of the said act to
which this act is supplementary, it shall be the duty of such
county superintendent to file a true copy thereof, certified
under his hand, with the county auditor of this county,
and thereupon such county auditor shall make out and
lodge with the county treasurer of the county, a statement
gpecifying the total cost of all the books ineluded in such es-
timate of the district clerk, at the prices” named in sec¢tion
three (3), of the said act, to which this act is supplementary
with five (5) per centum added thereto fo meet any expenses
which may be incurred in the transmission of such books
from St. Paul to such school district. '

Sec. 2. Upon the receipt by any county treasurer, from
the county auditor of his county, of any such statement as
is mentioned in the last preceding section, it shall be the
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
